MANNING, S. C.
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NEW YORK LINES
Officials Investigate Reported Con-

spiracy Between Company and the
Brotherhood.

New York, Aug. 17.-The vast sub-
way and elevated system of the In-
terborough Rapid Transit Company,
operating in Manhattan the Bronx and
parts of Brooklyn and Queens, was
completely paralyzed today by a strike
called last night by P. J. Connolly act-
ing president of the Brotherhood of
Interborough Rapid Transit Company
Employes. The (lay passed without
violence.
The tieup, which began promptly at

4 a. m. as ordered with the refusals
of crews to start runs from the car

barns, became absolute at 6 a. m.,
when the last of the trains sent out
before 4 o'clock completed their runs,
were shunted into the barns and
abandoned.
At that hour strikers in the Inter-

borough power houses sut off the
power, causing a temporary stoppage
of traffic on the surface lines of the
New York railways and the Manaht-
tan spurs of the Brooklyn Rapid Tran-
sit Company, which use lnterborough
power.
Three power houses resumed oper-

ation an hour later, however, permit-
ting resumptiyn of traffic on these
lines, which were .Jammed throughout
the day, as were the steam railroads,
automobile trucks, sigh c-seeing busses
and bot lines, which essayed to take
care of the crowds.

With every prospect of a continu-
ation of the absolute tirup tomorrow,
city oflicials and the public service
commission were bending every effort
tonight toward providing emergency
transportation for the nearly 2,500,000
persons who will swarm the thorough-
fares leading into Manhattan seeking
transportation to their place' of em- a

ployment. t
More than 1,200 large motor trucks

and sightseeing busses have been S
presesd into service and operate over
routes corresponding to those of the
Interborough system.
The strike which began this morn- a

ing was declared by the police to be so

far, one of the most orderly large r,
strikes ever called in New York, but ;
it was intimated that serious trouble -

might be expected if the company de-
cided to make an attempt t~o operate tithe lines.

Investigations by District Attorney
Swann, of New York county, and Dis-
trict Attorney Martin, of the Bronx, ti
will be resumed tomorrow in an effort
to obtain evidence in substantiation of
Mayor Hylan's charge that the strike
was the result of collusion between
pflicials of the Interborough and the
brotherhood, which is a company
union, in an effort to force an increase
in fares.
Harry Jones, national organizer of

the Amulgamated Association of
Street and Electric Railway Employes
which is perfecting an organization of
Interborough employes as a rival of
the brotherhood organ izat ion, charged
tonight that officials of the company
hadl refused an offer of the Amalga-
mated to furnish the company witht
1,000 men to run trains..

Di trict Attorney Martin announ*edl
tonight he had receivedl several reports~
that strikern had dleclared1 they (lid noti
eare how long the strike lasted as they
were "getting p~aidl for striking.",
